Railroad People Like the W ay the Gen­ 
eral Acted Yesterday in Refusing

Om \HA. April 2 1 .— K elly’s arm y has 
n o t moved today. 
T he general now 
has hopes from th e Rock Island road 
although th e officials w ere obdurate 
up to yesterday. 
T he g en eral’s ac­ 
tion ia refusing to accept a tra in cap 
tured for him by Om aha w orkm en has 
raised him in the estim ation of th e 
railroad men. 
U nless K elly gets a 
tra in this afternoon his action d e ­ 
pends upon th e reply w hich is received 
to the follow ing appeal sent by him 
to the Omaha Bee: 
“D esiring to move eastw ard as fast 
as possible, and desiring also to abide 
by the law s of the land, I am forced to 
ask, on behalf of the in d u strial army, 
for aid in obtaining horses aud w agons 
° 
© 
sufficient to help us across the coun­ 
try, all oth er m eans of locom otion 
having been denied us, save those of 
nature. 
I w ill m ake this my appeal 
to the citizens of Iow a and Nebraska. 
W ill you assist us in obtaining this 
aid? 
G e n . Ch a r l e s T. K e l l y . ” 
The departure of the tra in for the 
Kelly cam p w as not the signal for 
q uiet here, b u t all m orning crow ds 
g athered about the streets and moved 
by hundreds and thousands in the 
d ire c tio n -of Council Bluffs railroad 
yards. 
T hey w ere dem onstrative b u t 
not destructive, and it w as not till th e 
arriv al of the hospital tra in th a t there 
w as any degree of quiet restored. 
T hen 
th e 
people 
dispersed 
to 
th eir hom es determ ined to see th a t 
the 
outcom e of to-day's b attle lies 
w ith Gen. Kelly. 
Gov. Jackson has 
called o u t the sta te m ilitia again, and 
it is rum ored th a t Gov. Crounse has 
called the N ebraska troops to this city. 
The railroads ru n n in g into Omaha 
have dem anded protection of th eir 
property from fu rth er seizure. 
They 
have called on Gov. Crounse, M ayor 
Benns and Sheriff Drexel for protec­ 
tion. 
The Omaha guards and the 
T h u rsto n rifles w ere ordered to sleep 
on th eir arm s all n ig h t in the bar­ 
racks. The U nited States m arshal was 
telegranhed for bv th e B urlington 
road and came in on a special car. 
E arly in the day the b attle betw een 
th e thousands of sym pathizers of the 
industrial leader and the railroad be­ 
gan. 
Long before noon all the yards 
in Council Bluffs w’ere d estitu te of 
engines and freig h t cars. 
The Rock 
Island and M ilw aukee threw th eir 
tim e tables to the winds, the form er 
ru n n in g its train s into Omaha by w ay 
of P lattsm outh, w hile the M ilwaukee 
did n o t tu rn a w heel in Council Bluffs. 
A t Neola, w here the Rock Island and 
7 
i 
M ilw aukee connect, IOO feet of the 
track w as to rn up and red lan tern s 
hung o u t as n ig h t came on. 
E arly 
in th e evening a detachm ent of th e 
mob, ia w hich there w ere several 
women, captured a 
Union 
Pacific 
sw itch engine in Council Bluffs. 
The 
engineer w as given tw o m inutes to get 
o u t of his cab, b u t he only needed one. 
T here w ere several practical railroad 
m en in the crowd and inside of half an 
hour they had run th a t engine all over 
th e yards and picked up nine box cars 
and one caboose. 
Somebody found a 
w hite flag and a red flag and placed 
them one on each side of the sm oke­ 
stack before the s ta rt for W eston was 
made. 
^ 
The new s th a t a train w as com ing 
aroused the men to intense excitem ent, 
b u t any prem ature dem onstration w as 
stopped by Kelly. 
I t w as seen th a t he 
did n o t approve of th is m ethod of se­ 
curing tran sp o rtatio n and w hen the 
4‘special’* steam ed into W eston afte r 
its ru n of fourteen m iles from Council 
Bluffs, w hich was made in the same 
num ber of m inutes, it was received in 
silence. The general called his leaders 
ab o u t him and explained th a t th e law 
m ust n o t be violated and the common- 
w ealers could n o t afford to be regarded 
as a riotous mob. 
He said if the im­ 
pression becam e general th rough the 
country th a t they failed to regard the 
property rig h ts of others it would 
arouse continuous and perhaps arm ed 
opposition to th e ir progress. 
I t was finally deckled in this open 
m eeting th a t the arm y w ould not use 
the tra in to move 
forw ard. 
There 
w ere several expressions of dissent at 
this, b u t th e general showed his com­ 
m and over th e m en by refusiug to even 
perm it them to sleep in the cars. 
The n ex t move of the leader of the 
industrials was to m ake another a t­ 
tem pt to come to term s w ith the Rock 
Island people to move the men and 
train 
forw ard. 
An u rg en t message 
was sen t to P resident Cable a t Chicago 
the use of his 
the one word 


at 9:59 the train w ith its sick aboard 
backed out of Weston and started for 
Council Bluffs, which it reached forty 
minutes later. 
With the departure of the train 
Kelly found himself and followers 
facing a gloomy situation. 
The com­ 
m ander had voluntarily refused the 
only chance offered him to ride free, 
lh e men were loyal to him, however, 
and w hen a t 11:30 o’clock he called 
them together and read his appeal to 
the Bee he was repeatedly cheered. 
Orders' were issued for the army to

for 
the 
m arch 
for 
Council 
Bluffs. 
Then 
the men scattered in 
all directions seeking the shelter of 
barns and straw stacks. 
By m idnight 
all except Kelly and his aides had dis­ 
appeared. 
They were sitting on the 
depot platform discussing the situa­ 
tion. 
When the “sick tra in ” arrived at 
Council Bluffs it was greeted by a 
throng of 5,000 people, who howled 
Hie ii* disapproval of the action of the 
authorities. 
Half of this mob was 
composed of laborers from Omaha, 
who, after parading the streets for a 
couple of hours started across the big 
bridge to m arch to Weston. 
When 
they learned th a t Kelly had given up 
the train they stopped at Council Bluffs, 
and on the advice of one of their 
leaders commenced to scour tile rail­ 
road 
yards for 
cars, 
which they 
said they would make into a train aud 
send out to W eston in the morning. 
They had little success, t however, as 
the roads had secreted all the rolling 
stock they could. 
They found two 
switch engines, b u t as 
they were 
chained to the track they left them. 
Finally they secured an old engine 
from which the tires were draw n and 
after a half an hour’s hard hustling 
for fuel got steam up. T hen they rode 
around for an hour or two, 
but only 
succeeded in getting two cars. Finally 
they gave up the job as a Lad one and 
started hack to Omaha. 
The K nights of Labor assemblies of 
Omaha have called a mass m eeting for 
this morning, when an appropriate 
program will he arranged to be car­ 
ried out when Kelly’s arm y returns 
later in the day to Council Bluffs.

Thousands M arch to Council B luffs to 
Add W eight to D em ands. 
O m aha, Neb., April 21.—Three thou­ 
s a n d laboring men began the march 
w ith banners flying bound for the 
camp of Geu. Kelly a t Weston, Iowa, 
fourteen miles east of Council Bluffs. 
Thousands of people followed the 
column to the bridge and other thou­ 
sands were on hand on the other side of 
the river to welcome them. 
The cold 
seemed to have the effect of bringing 
out a greater throng th an had been 
expected last night, when the rain 
was falling so heavily. 
All the men 
seemed to he in excellent spirits and 
determined 
th a t the m arch should 
mean business. 
It is said th a t some of 
the anarchists who were in the col­ 
umn uiarchiug out of Omaha 
had 
some dynam ite with them, but how 
much is not known. 
'File coin mu had been preceded to 
Council Bluffs by a committee 
of 
prom inent citizens appointed a t the 
m eeting of the Central Labor union, 
including Rev. Dr. Joseph T. Duryea, 
pastor of the First Congregational 
church; Rev. Dr. llamm crson of the 
First Presbyterian church, and Rev. 
| Frank Crane of the First Methodist 
I church. The committee was to call on 
Gov Jackson and the m anagers of the

While the column was m a s h in g to­ 
ward the Missouri Gen Kelly was iu 
Omaha seated in the private ear of 
President St. John of the Hock Island 
road holding an anim ated conference. 
Mr. St. John said in response to a 
request for a train th a t he was not in 
a position to g ran t it even should he 
desire to do so, as the m atter was now 
wholly in the hands of the presidents 
of the Iowa tru n k lines, and no one

th a t such a plan would soon bring the 
X>eople of the state to time, for the 
army would practically devastate the 
country through which it passed and 
the railroads would then be forced to 
fake the eomraonwealers up and carry 
them out of the country. 
Gen. Kelly 
said the plan seemed to him a good 
one and he thought it m ight be tried 
He agreed to call a council ot his

miners all over the country are very 
generally quitting work Indiana men 
will stay until May I and will then

President 
John 
McBride 
bas 
figures 
on 
the 
num ber of 
men who w ;ll go out in 
the four days beginning this morning, 
based on official information. 
This 
estimate is th a t 132,000 
men 
will 
.strike, as follows: 
Pennsylvania. 50,000; Ohio. 26,000; 
Illinois, 15,000; Iowa. 5,000; West Vir­ 
ginia, 0,000; Maryland, 3,000; Indiana, 
5,000; Tennessee and Kentucky, 5,000; 
Missouri, 3,000; Alabama, 8,000; Colo­ 
rado, 4,000; Indian Territory, 2,000. 
This num ber ouly includes those xvho 
have declared their intention of going 
out. 
President McBride predicts th a t 
within four days from the time the 
strike begins 20,000 miners in the 
Pennsylvania coke fields xviii join the 
movement, and th a t 25,000 in southern 
Illinois, Missouri and Kansas and in

will 
follow s u it 
By 
May 
I it is 
expected th a t every bitum inous coal 
miner in the country will have sus­ 
pended work, aud, as far as the soft 
coal mines are concerned, not a ton of 
coal will be mined until the strike is 
settled. 
Fully four-tifths of the soft 
coal miners go out a t noon, and the 
other fifth will suspend work as soon 
as their contracts expire, May I. 
In 
the meantime the miners composing 
this fifth will only make a show of 
fulfilling their contracts by working 
one or two days a week. 
But the strike is not expected to 
stop with the bituminous 
miners. 
President McBride says he has reason 
to believe th a t w ithin two weeks 125,- 
000 anthracite coal miners xviii join 
the strike, which xviii then become 
universal and embrace 309,000 men. A 
prominent coal operator who has been 
carefully w atching the trend of events 
corroborates 
the 
opinion 
of 
Mr. 
McBride 
in this respect 
Ile says 
the conditions of the coal trade, to­ 
gether with the low xvages of the 
miners, have become such th a t they 
can no longer be borne by miners and 
operators. 
The fact is th a t tire opera­ 
tors have only one hope, and th a t is 
th a t the universal suspension of work 
will result in bringing about the un­ 
derstanding th a t xviii result in better 
conditions for the future. 
There xviii be no trouble between 
the miners and operators of Ohio, who 
arc in full accord and sym pathy w ith 
the movement. 
The si me xviii prob­ 
ably be true of all the states except 
Pennsylvania. 
The indications are 
th a t bloody times may be expected 
th*?ie as usual.

Dapper Little Finanoier Explains How 
Two People Without a Cent of Cap­ 
ital Could Start a Bank—His Cash­ 
ier Made Things Look Pretty Black 
For Him. 


M a d iso n , April 21.—Banker A. A. 
Cadwallader took the stand in his own 
defense today. His explanation of the 
manner of starting a bank without a 
cent of capital was plausible, but 
hardly offset the story told by his Su­ 
perior cashier, young J. J. Hallowell. 
Hallowell went from Philadelphia to 
be cashier of Cadwallader’s bank. 
He 
testified that every transaction of the 
bank with Cadwallader personally wa9 
entered on the books, unless it be the 
$60,000 from a New York bauk. 
The 
books, he said, were correctly kept, 
and there were no false entries. 
He 
had no experience in banking before 
going to Superior, bat was salesman 
for a large stationery firm which sold 
stationery to the bank of which Cad- 
wallader was cashier.

Mayor Thorough good addressed the 
council as follows: 
To t h e 
H o n o r a b l e , 
t h e 
C om m on 
C o u n c i l : 
G e n t l e m e n —I deem it my 
duty to address you on subjects per­ 
taining to the adm inistration of mu­ 
nicipal affairs, and offer Borne sugges­ 
tions for your consideration during 
th e balance of my term of office. 
For 
m any m onths this whole country has 
Buffered much from trade depression, 
perhaps to a greater extent than we, 
in JanesviUe, can comprehend. These 
tim es are by no means over and I ap­ 
prehend there is greater need of care­ 
fulness in the adm inistration of city 
affairs than there was one year ago. 
I t is more than likely th a t some of 
our most prom inent m anufacturers 
w ill curtail their products this sum­ 
m er, consequently leaving many peo­ 
ple unemployed. 
Janesville has thus 
la r gone through this depression in 
business w ithout soup kitchens,but not 
w ithout many pitiful scenes of want. 
T he 
sm all 
am ount 
cf 
assistance 
needed here was largely due to the 
energy 
of 
our 
employers 
of 
T abor, 
who 
have 
endeavored 
to 
ru n 
their 
factories 
and 
have 
done 
so 
more 
or 
less, w ithout profit to themselves. 
From the present outlook it is impera 
tive the council should use the great­ 
e s t caution in incurring debt. 
The 
different w ard funds should be cur­ 
tailed. 
Last year I think the demands 
in th a t direction were excessive, es­ 
pecially so w hen 
used in placing 
w orthless m aterial on the streets. All 
w ard funds have a balance on hand, 
b u t care should be taken* or th a t will 
be exhausted before the next tax levy. 
T he common council will bear in mind 
th e city has been a borrower for some 
tim e. 
This was for the purpose of 
paying legitim ate expenses and stop­ 
ping the due bill system which had 
been in practice some time, therefore 
paying in cash, which ie tender in 
every store and for every commodity. 
T his borrowed money m ust be paid 
back, and th at together w ith the vari­ 
ous am ounts reeded in other depart­ 
m ents will largely swell the tax levy 
fo r the comming year. 
I t will be the duty of the council to 
exam ine very carefully into these m at­ 
ters a t the rig h t time, and where there 
is an opportunity to curtail from any 
fund it should be done. 
Schools. 
I do not know th a t I can say much 
regarding our schools. 
Everything 
seems to be in a satisfactory condition 
except the unsettled question of a new 
high school. 
I may say I am not a 
w illing party towards the bonding of 
th e city for a new one or for any 
other purpose, especially during the 
unsettled times. However I shall stay 
b y my promise; if the vote just taken 
is conclusive I shall favor it. I am not 
now satisfied th a t such is the case. 
T h e m atter will have to be decided 
w ithout a doubt before I eau with any 
safety agree to its being lawful. There 
is nothing for the council to do; the 
m atter is in the hands of the school 
board. 
My personal opinion is: 
the 
present high school could be remod­ 
eled and a new w ard school built for 
Third ward on the same site, 
therefore saving the price of another; 
good sanitary arrangem ents could be 
m ade at a cost perhaps of one-third 
th e am ount of a new one. 
These are 
m y individual opinions, but I shall bd 
guided in the m atter on the issue of 
th e vote and the actions of the coun­ 
cil. 
L ic e n se . 
The saloon business of this city has 
no t been very troublesome, (at least 
to my knowledge.) 
From inquiries 
m ade a t the police departm ent from 
tim e to time, I think we have less 
reason for complaint than many other 
places. 
The duties of the police are 
w ell understood; they will be ex­ 
pected to prevent all lawlessness as is 
th e ir duty. 


P o lic e . 
There has been no addition to our 
police force, nor do I think it neces­ 
sary there should be. 
The city has 
been well taken care of, 
I am not in 
favor of increasing the service, which 
if done wTould only be more expen­ 
sive, aud perhaps only more orna­ 
m ental w ithout auy profitable results. 
In my judgm ent the 
police depart­ 
m ent is all th at can be desired. 


S tr e e ts a n d B r id g e s. 
This departm ent in my judgm ent, 
requires more attention 
and more 
business like methods than any of our 
local laws. 
The chances for expen 
awe suits and judgm ents against the 
city have become so great it is tim e a 


strenuous effort should be made on 
the part of the common council to 
guard against them . 
If each alder­ 
man will look over the city charter, 
they will find they themselves are 
largely to blame for whatever care­ 
lessness if any, there may be in the 
duties of the commissioner’s depart­ 
m ent. 
The responsibility for these 
suits and judgm ents belongs to some 
one and I hope the council will make 
efforts to remedy them. 
It is the du­ 
ty of the commissioner to personally 
inspect, or deputize some one to do so, 
sidewalks and roads more thoroughly. 
Notices of repairs and new walks 
should be more forcibly enforced. 
do not see a reason why there are 
not. 
The council has the resources 
of the city to back them when these 
orders are ignored. 
As stated previ­ 
ously, it is absolutely necessary this 
m atter should have your best atten 
tion. 
By doing so much expense and 
litigation may be saved. 


S e w e r a g e . 
On the sewerage question little need 
be said. 
The plans paid for are still 
in the city safe. 
Janesville needs a 
system of sewerage and I would favor 
the commencement of a portion a t 
least, but would not be pleased to see 
Janesville issue bonds for a complete 
system or for any part of it, a t pres­ 
ent, unless for the purpose of giving 
employment to our citizens. 
I believe 
since dull trade has shown 
itself 
Janesville will do well not to incur 
debt. 


G as L ig h t. 
The lighting question has undergone 
a change, w hether for better'results or 
not I am unable to say. The oil lamps 
are not a success, but perhaps as use­ 
ful here as in any other city. 
It hs s 
seemed proper to the council to dis­ 
continue the use of gas and adopt the 
arc light system. 
The change was 
discussed in committee, the conclusion 
being th a t it would not m aterially in­ 
crease the cest. 
AU municipal ex­ 
penses are increasing as 
the city 
grows, and great thought should be 
given to the fact th a t any increase in 
the gas fund w ill be watched closely. 
The council should use due caution in 
this m a tte r. 


F ir e D e p a r tm e n t. 
The fire departm ent appears to be 
all th a t could be desired. 
The new 
deluge just ordered by the council 
will receive the sanction of every tax 
payer, as the one purchased some 
time ago had a very practical test at 
the late fire. 
It is my conviction th at 
apparatus, together with the aerial 
ladder, was the means of saving valu­ 
able property, and consequently loss 
of work to many persons. 
P u b lic L ib r a r y . 
The patronage of the public library 
has increased largely in the last year, 
the num ber Of books draw n up to this 
date indicating th at over 30,000 will 
be draw n during the year. 
Up to this 
tim e 1,000 volumes have been added 
to the circulation list, an increase of 
200 over last year. 
The directors ex­ 
pect to add a t least 300 more volumes 
before July I. 
The library property 
is kept fully insured. 
In the growing 
interest in this institution of our city 
we may look forward to a greater 
usefulness, the place of the public 
library in educational m atters being 
second to the public school.

In His Own Country Idols Are W or 
shipped, He Says, Bnt Many Christ­ 
ians In This 
Country 
Are No 
Better—W hatever Is True Must Be 
From God. 
The Brahma Somaj, India's progres­ 
sive system of theology was Rev. M. 
Nagaskar’s theme at All Souls church 
last night. 
The speaker is a Hindoo 
missionary, who w ith a number of 
others came to this country to attend 
the parliam ent of religious in Chicago 
last October, but since th at time bas 
been engaged in a lecture tour of the 
United States. 
William Smith in in­ 
troducing him spoke of him as “ our 
friend who came 4000 miles to at­ 
tend the congress of religion and from 
a people who held a congress of re 
liginns 2300 years ago. 
The suggestion underlying the lee 
ture was th a t the old churches are 
falling into decay, orthodoxy is fast 
losing its hold on christian people and 
the church is honeycombed by seventy- 
five per cent of its members who are 
outgrowing 
its 
traditions. 
There 
seems to be an insatiable yearning for 
a wider field, a new order and a new 
dispensation. 
W hat is the message of 
this dispensation and its gospel? 
It 
consists 
of four 
prim ary 
ideas. 
First, 
the 
unity 
of 
God 
is 
the 
fundam ental 
idea 
upon 
which this religion is based. 
We be­ 
lieve th a t God is first and there is no 
second. 
He is a spirit and must be 
worshipped in spirit. 
Seventy-five 
per cent of the common people of 
India worship gods of wood and stone 
which their own hands have wrought, 
and do not rise above their own plane. 
Between them and the christian there 
is but little difference, for although 
they say there is but one God they 
worship a sc-cailed Son, not one God 
who is a spirit 
and 
has 
no sec­ 
ond. 
Image 
worship 
and 
idola­ 
try 
need 
not 
necessarily 
mean 
to 
bow 
down 
to 
wood and stone, but can be done to 
the invisible. Second, the idea of the 
universality of truth. 
T ruth is not 
confined to any place or people, and 
everywhere it is a gift of Gcd. Truths 
are found in non-: e itarian 
works. 
Where do they come from if not from 
God? From whatever source truth 
may come we should hail it w ith de­ 
light. 
Third, the idea of the har­ 
mony of faiths and of the harmony of 
prophets. Each sect believe their own 
ideas aloof from others, but they 
are all related to 
each other by 
the 
law 
of harmony. 
All 
owe 
their existence to a cause and effect, 
no one by itself and each the cause 
and in its own turn, the effect of some 
religion. 
Fourth, the idea of 
the 
motherhood, of God. 
The Hebrew 
scriptures dwell largely 
upon the 
sovereignty of God and believe in Him 
as a father. 
We not only believe in 
God as a sovereign and a father, but 
we revel in the idea of God as a mother 
to her children.

Initiative Steps Taken By a Committee 
—State to Give Supplies for Stu_ 
dents in All Schools from Kinder­ 
gartens to Universities—Compilation 
in the Hands of Teachers. 


Steps are being taken th at promise 
to result in having the state 
furnish 
free tbe text books used in the pub­ 
lic schools. 
If w hat the committee 
recommended is so agitated th at it is 
finally carried out, the state will have 
a large printing and binding plant of 
its own and no 
pupil in a public 
school, or his parents, will be obliged 
to pay a cent for his school supplies. 
Other suggestions 
were made, the 
adoption of which by the state would 
m aterially change the present school 
system. 
The move was started by a 
school board committee in M ilwau­ 
kee. 
The committee reported th at in its 
opinion text books, 
blank 
books, 
)aper, slates, pencils, etc., used by 
the public schools, from kindergartens 
to the universities, ought to be fur­ 
nished by the state free of charge. 
The committee thought th a t all the 
text books used in common schools 
ought to be compiled by a board of 
men and women fam iliar with school 
work, and th at the state should estab- 
ish its own printing offices and bind­ 
eries for the publishing of such hooks. 
The board having charge of the com­ 
piling of the works should be non- 
>olitical. 
AH m aterial used in the 
schools and all books not compiled by 
the state should be purchased by the 
state from the lowest bidders. 
For 
this purpose a special fund should be 
created and m aintained. 
No books 
should be altered oftener than once in 
five years. 
The association adopted 
the report and instructed the commit­ 
tee to get more inform ation on the 
subject. 
The states of California and 
M innesota furnish free hooks to its 
public schools.

Ile Owned the Theater In Which 
coin Was Assassinated. 
John T. Ford, the veteran theatrical 
manager and proprietor 
of Ford’s 
Grand opera house, died suddenly at 
his home, 1536 North Gilmor street, 
Baltimore, Md., Wednesday, March 
14. 
II is death was due to the after ef­ 
fects of la grippe, from which he suf­ 
fered about two m onths ago. 
He had 
been confined to the house for about 
one month, but was apparently pro­ 
gressing favorably, and his death was 
a sad surprise, not only to the entire 
community, but to the members of 
his household. John 
T h o m s o n 
Ford 
was horn in the 
city of Baltimore 
April 16, 1829, and 
w a s educated in 
the public schools 
of th at city, to­ 
gether w i t h one 
year’s t u i t i o n at 
Mount Hope 
col­ 
lege. 
At the age 
of IO years he w ent 
in a grocery store in his 
native city. 
In 1844 he w ent to Rich­ 
mond, Va., and became apprenticed to 
his m aternal uncle, William Greanor, 
a tobacco m anufacturer, with whom 
he continued for three years, w hen he 
started a newspaper and periodical 
store in a small way. 
While engaged 
in this business he wrote a successful 
local 
farce 
for 
the 
N ightingale 
Minstrels, 
then 
in 
Richmond, 
and this afterw ard led to him bel com­ 
ing business m anager for th at com­ 
pany. He left Richmond for Baltimore 
in the early p art of 1850, and in the 
succeeding w inter he began his pro­ 
fessional career with the “N ightin­ 
gales” a t the old Masonic temple on 
Chestnut street, Philadelphia. 
He re­ 
mained in m instrel managem ent for 
about four years, visiting all the cities 
east of the Mississippi rivet*. 
In the 
season of 1851-55 Mr. Ford formed a 
partnership w ith George Kunkel and 
Thomas Moxley in the leasing of the 
Holliday street theater, in Baltimore, 
and the Richmond theater, Messrs. 
Ennkel and Moxley taking charge of 
the Richmond end of the enterprise 
and Mr. Ford of the Baltimore end. 
Mr. Ford’s m aternal grandm other had 
been associated w ith the Holliday 
street theater when W arren & Wood 
first became its managers, fifty years 
previously. 
He continued in the man­ 
agem ent until his death. 
He also 
owned the old Ford theater, Washing­ 
ton, D. C., famous as the house in 
which J.. Wilkes Booth shot President 
Lincoln.

The Courts Are Coming; to the 
of Their Victims. 
That large, eloquent and attractive 
body of men who are known under 
the generic title of 
“promoters” 
have lately had their attention cal­ 
led to the legal aspects of their busi­ 
ness by some rather sharp decisions 
of the courts. 
Up to this particular 
time it has always been understood 
that the promoter who was clever 
enough to get the money from in­ 
vestors was entitled to all he could 
secure. 
In a general way the promoter is a 
man who takes hold of some scheme, 
such as an invention, a gold or silver 
mine or a brewery, 
forms a stock 
company, and induces as many peo­ 
ple as he can to put their cash into 
the enterprise. 
The cash is sup­ 
posed to be used to develop the 
business, and tho investors in re­ 
turn get slips of handsomely printed 
paper, known technically as stock 
certificates. 
The amount of money 
which investors have put into such 
schemes during the 
past decade 
would about wipe out the national 
debt. 
Statistics iii the matter ars 
not accessible, says the New York 
Sun, but there is a general belief 
that the greater part of the money of 
the investors finds its way, in one 
fashion or another, into the pockets 
of the promoters. 
At one time the business of pro­ 
moting American schemes in London 
reached such a point that the news­ 
papers printed what they called “ex­ 
posures” of the promoters. 
Lately 
in this country people who have been 
induced to invest in schemes of this 
character have gone to the courts 
upon claims of misrepresentation, of 
criminal mismanagement, and the 
courts have almost invariably de­ 
cided in their favor. 
An order of 
arrest was issued some time ago for 
one of the most showy of the New 
York promoters, and the other day, 
in Boston, Mrs. Carter obtained a 
verdict for $1,300 against a promoter 
who had induced her to go into one 
of these 
so-called 
“sure things.” 
The only sure thing about them, by 
the way, is the certainty that the 
promoter will in nine cases out of 
ten secure the funds.
